well. These reports had not Ween 
contradicted in the press or by the 
government weather bureau, and now 
that the chief of the weather bureau 
the week after the storm publicly ex- 
aggerated its severity, it was neces- 
sary that puvlic notice should he 
taken. 

There 1s a good deal more in this 
ceport and ia the way it was handled 
by the news service of the country 
than appears on tue surface. The 
western: Canadian wheat crop has be- 
come an important factor in the 
world’s supply, and a report of ser- 
jous damage to it ‘has a measure of 
effect on the grain market of the 
work; and not only the grain mar- 
ket, but on the stock market as well ;

of its own, there was no reason why 
the Grand Trunk should also be 
'bouad. Had the cirenmstances of 
}the Grand Trunk been such as to 
make it desirable or to warrant it in 
builling a transcontinental line as a 
specifically Grand Trunk project, it 
would no douot nave applied to par- 
liament for the authority and the as- 
sistance. But the Grand Trunk com- 
pany is now a gigantic and compli- 
cated undertaking with _ responsi- 
bilities attaching to it of such a, na- 
ture and on such a.scaie as to make 
it practically impossible as a_ busi- 
ness proposition, for it to undertake 
in its own name, and subject to those 
existing responsibilities, a project as 
great as it now constitutes. It would 
be unfair to the Grand Trank share 
ani bond holders to load that com- 
pany with the responsibility of an 
enterprise of such magnitude as_ the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, and it would 
be just as unfa:r to load the Grand 
Trunk Pscific with the huge responsi- 
bility of the Grand Trunk company. 
The opposition, being perfectly aware 
of this fact, and knowing, therefore, 
that the Grand Trunk company could 
not in the interest of its share and 
bond holders, and that the govern- 
ment would not in the interest of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, agree t® amal- 
gamation, were perfectly safe in 
making the demand, thereby hoping 
to creat the impression in the public 
mind that there was some unfair- 
ness or impropriety in the relations 
between the Grand Trunk and _ the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 

They went further and undertook 
to make it appear to the people of 
the Maritime provinces tbat if the

It is almost inconceivable that the 
people of these provinces could be ex- 
pected to belicve that the construc- 
tion of 709 miles of railway, which 
would bring the traffic created across 
the whole cortinent by the new line 
to their ports by the most direct 
route, would not be to their benefit 
no matter what the name of the rail- 
way company concerned, or what che 
agreement with it. They were asked 
to believe that the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic company, having given security to 
the Dominion to the amount of five 
million Joliars for the payment of in- 
terest on the cost of the 700 miles of 
railway necessary to reach Quebec 
and the Maritime province ports, and 
being thereby complelled to earn 
that interest, would not use the road 
in respect of which they had agreed 
to pay the interest, when by its use 
they reached a Canadian winter port 
in practically the same distance as the 
Grand Trunk's present port of Port- 
land. The whole purpose of building 
the railway was first to create traffic 
and -then to nardie it entirely 
through Canadian territory and Can- 
adian ports. To do this the fhost di- 
rect route was chosen and the most 
reasonable terms of operation were 
arranged. For the first time in their 
history, the Maritime province ports 
get a. living, fighting chance to do 
Canadian winter trade; and it seems 
the height of absurdity that the ar- 
gument is made that this very rail-

BUFFALO IN THE NORTH 

ae s ; 

Facts About the Buffalo That 

Are Roaming the Northern 
Prairies. 


A large number of people know that 
somewhere north of Edmonton a herd 
of tuffalo have their pasture ground. 
The real location of the range and 
the number of the buffalo is not xs 


well known. The present feeding 
ground of these fine animals is on a 
great plain, extending from opposite 
Fort Providence, on the Mackenzie 
River, to the River. There js 
a lakeinthis&A * ity which takes its 
mame from t! > falo and is called 
Buifalo Lake, “Sais is the home of 
the herd of « two hundred and 
sixty buffalo, > untamed survivors 
of the milliony “t once roamed this 
ecuntry. Th te now far from 


the abode of n % and as far asoman 
is concerned, \ ~sturbed except by 
an ocasiznel er or a passing In- 
dian. +The buifalo are under the pro- 
tection of the Dominion government, 
and neither white man nor Indian is 
allowed to kill them. They have 
been thus protected fcr a number of 
years now. Last year the term of 
protection expired, but it has been 
again renewed for another tree year 
term. The buffaio roam in_ three 
herds, and the different herds graze 
comparatively near one another. At 
times of danger the three herds 
mingle together for purposes of pro- 
tection. . 
As already stated, these buffalo are 
being protected by the government. 
The closest watch is being kept on 
them, and the killing of one of them 
by an Indian or trader. would be fol- 
lowed by signal punishment. There 
is another danger though, that is be- 
ing overlooked by the government. In 
this northern region, large timber 
welves abound. They follow closely 
on the trucks of the buffalo herd and 
at the first opportunity pounce on the 
buffalo caives and kiil and eat them. 
Further, when the old buffalo bcocome 
too weak to follow the herd, they are 
set upon by these wolves and killed. 
Indians say that for the last three 
years they have not seen a single buf- 
falo ealf’s tracks. The buifalo breed 
extensively, but as soon as the calves 
are a few days old and commence, to 
follow in tne rear of the herd, the 
wolves make quick work of them. The 
northern timber wolves are of large 
size and strength. It is not that the 
buffalo are unskilled in the science of 
self protection, ior when attacked, as 
they frequently are, by the wolves, 
they immediately form into a circle 
und, facing the wolves, defy them to 
make a break mm the circle. The 
wolves, too, are wary, and if possible 
by saddenly rushing on the herd 
start them :unning. Then it is that 
the young calves and the old buffalo 
are caught and killed. The Indians 
do not kill the buffalo, and respect 
the close season with the greatest 
care Steps should be taken 
to remedy this wholesale destruction 
of the buffalo. If the wolves are to 
continue their devastations, the close 
seasen might ais well be removed and 
the Indians and traders allowed to 
secure the animals. See F 
Mr. Nagie, of Hislop and Nagie, 
fur traders at Fort Resolution, who 
js a Justice of the Peace for. the 
Mackenzie district, suggests that the 
Indians be given a bounty on the pelt 
of every wolf killed in that district. 
As is well known, no poison is allowed 
to be set out in the north country. 
However, Mr. Nagle is of the opinion 
that if the Indians were allowed to 
eet out poison for these wolves ful 
one season, a large number of them 
would be killed off and the danger 
te the buffalo minmnized. This could 
be done under the~ direction of the 
Northwest Mounted Police or the 
local Justice of the Peace, who could 
also pay the bounty to the Indians. 
Providea this were done there Is not 
the slichtest doubt but that the buf- 
falo wouid increase in numbers very 
idly.
